A St?uly  of  Some  of  tiie  3mportant  Sayings  of 
Airaiiam  Lincoln 

Out  FEW  men  in  u geueraltou  succeed  in  leaving  an  impress 
^ upon  tlicir  limes  wliich  survives  them.  Tlie  few  achieve  such 
iii.irk  either  hy  what  they  hiivc- done,  or  by  what  they  have  Siiid, 
and  perhaps  by  wli.it  they  have  botii  done  and  s.iitl.  Washiugto-i’s 
place  in  history  was  won  by  what  he  did,  rullier  than  by  anything 
wliich  he  said.  Hamilton  and  Jefferson  owe  tlieir  pi, ice  more 
generally  to  what  they  said,  rather  tiwu  anything  which  either 
ilid.  Webster,  Clay  and  Calhoun,  belong  in  the  saute  ci.t>sifica- 
tion.  Blit  Lincoln,  more  than  any  man  of  his  generation,  and 
perhaps  of  his  century,  will  be  reuiembcrcd  both  for  wbat  he  s.iid 
ami  did,  Imt  prim.itily  for  what  he  said.  Wa.shiugtou  lived  in 
the  day  of  pamphleteering,  yet  few  pamphlets  came  from  his  pen. 
His  a day  ol  copious  correspondence,  which  look  up  much  ol 
his  time.  While  he  was  a good  letter-writer  his  expositions  of 
tlieorics  were  few.  His  public  addresses  were  also  few.  Outside 
of  lii»  inaugural  addresses,  his  annual  messsiges  and  his  Farewell 
Address,  few  great  papers  came  from  his  pen.  His  was  a life  of 
great  deeds;  disliugiushed  service  in  the  French  and  Indian  War 
yet  more  distingnished  in  Ihe  War  for  Independence,  still  more 
distingui-lied  as  the  commanding  figure  in  the  Constiliitioi.al 
Convention,  and  perhaps  stiil  more  distinguished  as  the  first  Presi- 
dent of  the  young  Republic  in  the  inauguration  of  the  .American 
syslcui  of  government.  With  these  achievements  as  his  niomi- 
nieiits,  his  memory  will  ever  remain  a chief  heritage  to  the  citizen 
of  the  country  which  his  efforts  had  so  great  jiart  in  establishing. 

Words  More  Than  Deeds  Give  Lincoln  Place 
ITH  Lincoln  it  is  less  his  deeds,  and  more  his  words,  which 
place.  This  is  imt  in  ilispanigcment  of 
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The  growth  of  popii* 


(l.iy  of  the  pamphlet  and  K-ller-writing,  by  political  huraugiie  of 
the  crowd  in  the  stump  speech,  and  exposition  of  political  llieory. 
The  we-tem  voiiulry  fnnii-lied  the  appropriate  field  for  such 
ciiltivalioii.  The  unfortunate  circumstance  of  the  e.xistenee  of  llie 
iustilulioii  of  sl.ivery  as  a sectional  institution  was  the  chief 
occasion  for  the  development  of  a peculiar  talent.  The  semi-moral 
character  added  a strength  to  both  sides  of  the  issue.  Ten  years 
before  the  opening  of  the  Civil  war  the  whole  land  was  but  a 
ilebatiug  society,  in  which  the  mass  were  tl.e  auditors  and  a rare 
few  were  the  disputants.  lu  Ihe  West,  so  fruitful  in  argument 
the  contest  ripened.  It  reached  its  climax  in  1858  when  a series 
of  seven  joint  debates  were  arranged  between  Lincoln  and  Douglas 
Fp  to  Uns  lime  Lincoln’s  ability  was  Huie  known.  His  speech 
of  ucceplaupe  of  the  candidacy  for  tlie  senatorsliip  in  the  pre- 
ceding June  revealed  a rare  talent,  and  singled  him  out  as  a man 
capable  of  putting  in  brief  compass  epoch-making  theories.  When 
he  decl.ired  that  this  country  could  not  pennancDtly  endure  hall 
slave  and  half  free,  he  had  stripped  the  issue  of  all  its  verbiage 
and  it  stood  out  in  ghastly  skeleton  form,  which  so  awakened  the 
pulilic  tlial  it  at  once  was  taken  up  and  passed  from  lip  to  lip,  .lud 
became  a matter  of  universal  concern.  Later  in  the  same  year 
when  he  met  his  brilliant  opponent  upon  the  same  platfonu  his 
powers  of  lucid  statement  were  ccpuilly  revealed.  He  propounded 
his  questions  in  sucli  a manner  that  the  answer  must  commit  its 
author  to  the  one  or  Ihe  other  side.  When  he  pressed  bis 
opponent  for  answer  his  iuUmate  friends  urged  him  to  desist  for 
Hie  reason  tliat  -ucli  policy  would  insure  the  election  of  Douglas  to 
the  Senate.  His  searching  reply  was.  “I  am  seeking  larger  game. 
Let  Douglas  answer  either  way,  .nid  he  will  never  reach  the 
I'residency."  The  proposition  he  was  pressing  upon  Douglas  was 
in  these  words:  Can  the  people  of  a United  Slates  Territory,  in 
any  lawful  way.agaiiist  Ihe  wish  of  any  citizen  of  the  United  Stales, 
exclude  slavery  from  its  limits  prior  to  Hie  tormaliou  of  a Stale 
Consliiulioii?  Mr.  Lincoln's  ability  to  reduce  an  is.sue  to  its 
elements,  and  word  it  in  the  clearest  English  perhaps  is  unequaled 
in  his  generation. 

Condensed  Speech  Illustrated  in  His  Cooper  Union  Address 
'^HERE  is  no  belter  illustration  of  this  Uiaii  given  by  his  speech 
L ill  Cooper  Union,  New  York,  in  1859.  Tlie  circumstances  of 
ilie  occasion  gravely  embarrassed  him  at  first,  but  he  soon  regained 
bis  accustomed  confidence  in  himself  lu  present  liis  contenlioii, 
and  delivered  a speech  which  is  not  only  a monument  to  hi> 
talents  but  is  a splendid  tribute  to  the  language  in  which  it  was 
ultered.  As  an  example  of  splendid  rhetoric,  it  appeals  to  ihe 
devotee  of  the  seuleuce.  As  .111  example  of  pure  logic,  it  is  at 
once  lucid  .md  powerful.  This  entire  speech  stands  out  as  a rare 
production.  l’nrl>  of  it  are  as  perfect  as  the  master  could  make  it, 
When  he  finished  tlierc  was  no  confusion  emau.iting  from  am- 
biguity of  e.vpression.  The  i-sue  was  clarified.  There  was  no 
room  for  the  indifferent.  ‘ ' If  sl.ivcry  is  right,  all  words,  acts, 
laivs,  conslitntious  again-t  it  ore  themselves  wroug,  and  should  be 
silenced  and  swept  away.  If  it  is  right  we  cannot  justly  object  to 
its  nationality— its  univetsalily  ; if  it  is  wrong,  tliey  cannot  justly 
insist  upon  its  extension— its  enlargement.  All  tbey  ask  we  could 
readily  grant  if  we  thought  slavery  right ; all  we  ask  they  could  as 
readily  grant  if  they  thought  it  wrong.  Their  thinking  it  right, 
and  our  ihtukiiig  ii  wrong,  is  Ibe  precise  fact  upon  which  depends 
the  whole  conlrovctsy.  I'liinking  it  right  as  they  do,  they  are  not 
to  blame  lor  desiring  its  full  recognition,  as  being  right ; but 
thinking  it  wrong  ;is  we  do,  can  we  yield  to  them?  Can  we  ca^t 
our  votes  with  tlieir  view  and  against  our  own?"  No  words  could 
e.xpress  the  issue  in  clearer  terms. 

When  it  became  his  duty  to  take  the  oath  to  enforce  the  laws  of 
the  Union,  he  dcliveicd  an  address  which  will  always  be  resorted 
to  ,is  one  of  the  great  State  papers  of  oiir  history.  Its  chief  value 
is  the  exposition  of  his  views  of  the  Constitution.  He  declared, 
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"TliL-  union  of  llwic  Sliilis  is  pfrpehiBl , I’tfjiL-tnily  is  implieil  if 
not  exprussuil  iii  llio  fuii<l:unciital  law  of  all  Nalioiiiil  Govcniiiicnls. 

It  is  safe  to  assert  llml  no  govuniimuil  proper  ever  liail  a provision 
in  its  organic  law  for  its  own  teriniiiiUioii.  If  the  I'nited  Slate- 
be  not  !i  government  proi>er,  lint  un  as-oeiulion  of  Sl-ites  in  Ihe 
nature  of  a contract  merely,  can  it  ns  a contract  I u pejecnbly  un- 
made by  less  tlian  nil  Mic  jiarties  who  made  it?  One  pari}'  to  -i 
contract  may'  violate  it.  but  iloes  it  not  terpiire  all  to  lawfully 
rescind  it?"  With  lli;-  view  of  the  Union  he  hurled  against  Uie 
efforts  of  the  Southern  Confederacy  the  mighty  nriiiies  of  the 
Nation. 

The  Rare  Words  of  His  Inaugural  Journey 

SOME  of  tlie  rarest  i\otds  of  this  rciiiiirk.ible  man  were  uttered 
on  his  way  from  Springlicld  to  Washington.  On  t.iking  hi' 
leave  of  his  friendi.  iit  S|iriugfield,  hi'  uonls  were  patlietic. 
know  not  how  soon  I «hall  see  you  again.  .\  iluly  devolves  upon 
me  which  is  perha]>s  greater  than  that  which  lias  devolved  upon 
any  other  man  since  the  days  of  Washington.  He  never  would 
have  succeeded  except  for  the  aid  of  Divine  Providence,  upon 
which  he  at  .dl  times  relied.  I liope  yon,  my  friends, will  .all  pray 
that  I may  receive  that  Divine  nssi'laiiee,  without  which  I cannot 
succeed,  hut  witli  which  success  is  certain."  His  very  iie.\l 
speech  revealed  another  principle,  fundamental  in  his  political 
pliilosojihy,  when  he  'aid  at  Iiidiamipidis,  "1  uni  hut  an 
accidental  itistriimenl.  teiiipnrary,  ainl  to  serve  but  for  u liniilcil  i 
time  : and  I -ippeal  to  yon  og.ain  to  constantly  bear  in  mind  tbal 
with  you  and  not  with  tin*  politicians,  not  wiili  Presidents,  i 
with  olhee-seekers,  Imt  witli  yon  is  the  cjiiestion,  shall  the  Union 
and  shall  the  liherties  of  this  country  he  preserved  to  the  1 ilcsl 
generations?"  His  f.iith  in  the  common  people,  luid  his  helief 
that  in  tin-  struggle  between  right  and  wrong,  the  former  would 
nllimatelv  Iriuinpli,  were  fiimlnment.il  with  him. 

At  Steuhenville.  Ohio,  he  deplored  the  great  confidence  placed 
in  Ids  ability,  but  deelHred  tli.it,  "Nothing  slull  be  wanting  upon 
UJy  p.irt.  if  sustained  liy  the  American  peojde  and  God."  He 
coiitiiiueJ,  "I  believe  the  ilevotioii  to  the  Constitution  is  equally 
great  on  holii  sides  of  iliv  river  [Ohio].  It  is  only  the  different 
understanding  of  that  iiislriunent  that  causes  difTiculty.  Wc  should 
all  be  bound  ny  the  m.ajority  of  the  .\inerican  people,  if  not  then 
the  minority  must  control."  Whatever  faults  might  be  attributed 
to  him,  tliat  of  .arrogiiiiee  has  no  place.  At  .Mb. my.  he  declaitd 
he  held  himself  willioiit  mock  moilesty  Ihe  hmiildest  of  all 
individuals  ever  elevated  to  the  Presidency,  with  a more  diflicnlt 
task  than  any  of  them.  Yet  he  believed  th.it  "the  Maker  of  the 
Universe  will,  Ihrougli  the  iiistriimeiitality  of  this  great  people, 
bring  us  tliroiigb  Ibis,  ns  He  lias  tliroiigli  all  the  other  dillicullies 
of  our  country."  Tlie  frank  expression  of  his  meager  preparation 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  ofiice,  anil  Ids  constant  reliance  upon 
Divine  wisdom,  marked  almost  every  utterance  of  a h.ilf  do/eii 
paragraphs.  However  Hie  lone  oi  delerminutioii  was  found  in 
every  line. 

At  Indepetideiicc  Hall  in  Philadelpida  he  irKpiircd  what  prin- 
ciple hail  SI)  long  held  the  Stales  together,  and  ilecl.ircd  it  was 
"tliat  sentiment  in  tlie  Declaration  of  Independence  whicli  g.ivc 
libertv,  not  .done  to  the  people  of  this  country,  hut,  I hope  to 
the  world,  for  all  future  lime.  It  was  that  priuci])le  which  gave 
promise  in  due  time  tliat  Ihe  weight  would  be  lifted  lrom»  the 
slioulders  of  all  men."  He  tlicii  declared  if  the  Union  could  not 
be  saved  upon  that  basis  he  would  rather  be  assassinated  upon  Ibe 
Spot  than  to  surrender  it. 

His  Outbursts  of  Poetry  m Prose 

At  times  his  genius  would  break  out  in  strains  of  poetry. 

Always  ill  prose  form,  but  fretiuciitly  in  poetic  taste.  Note 
these  words  from  liis  first  iimuguml.  "I  niu  loth  to  close.  We 
ore  not  enemies,  hut  friends.  We  nnist  not  he  enemies.  Though 
pa.s-sioii  may  have  strained,  it  mu'l  not  break  our  bonds  of  affec- 
tion. The  mystic  cords  of  memory,  stretching  from  every  battle 
field  and  patriot  grave  to  every  living  heart  and  hearth  stone  all 
over  this  broad  land  will  yet  swell  the  cliorus  of  the  Union,  when 
again  touched,  as  surely  they  will  he,  by  the  better  angels  of  our 
nature.’' 

Or  this  from  the  second  inaugural:  "Fondly  do  we  linpe,  fer- 
vently do  we  pray,  that  this  mighty  scourge  of  war  may  speedily 
p.a's  away.  Yet,  if  God  wills  that  it  continue  until  all  the  wealth 
piled  by  the  bondman's  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  of  luirequiled 
toil  sliall  he  sunk,  and  until  every  drop  of  blood  drawn  by  the 
lash  shall  be  paid  by  another  drawn  by  the  sword,  as  w.is  said 
three  thousand  years  ago,  still  it  must  be  said.  'The  judgments  of 
the  Lord  are  true  and  righteous  altogether.'  With  malice  toward 
none  ; with  charity  for  all ; with  firimicss  in  the  right  as  God  gives 
us  to  see  the  right,  let  us  strive  oil  to  fiuisli  the  work  we  :ire  in  ; 
to  bind  up  the  natioii’s  wounds;  to  care  for  him  who  shall  have 
borne  the  battle,  aud  for  his  widow,  and  orphans  to  do  all  which 
may  achieve  and  cherish  .a  just  .mil  l3^ting  peace  among  ourselves, 
and  with  all  nations.”  Or  this  which  is  upoil  the  lips  of  two 
generations : 

"The  world  will  little  note,  nor  long  remember,  what  wc  say 
here,  but  it  can  never  forget  wlmt  they  did  hero.  It  is  for  ns,  the 
living,  rather  to  be  dedicated  here  to  the  unfinished  work  which 
they  who  fought  here  have  thus  far  so  nobly  advanced.  _It_  is 
rather  ior  us  to  be  here  deilic-alcil  to  llic  great  task  remaining 
before  us,  that  from  tliese  liunorc-d  dead  we  lake  increased  devo- 
tion to  tlut  c.iuse  for  whicli  they  gave  their  la-l  full  measure  of 
devotion:  that  wc  here  liiulily  resolve  tliat  these  dead  shall  not 
liiive  died  in  vain ; that  this  nation,  under  (iod,  shall  have  a new 
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True)  — No.  ihelruc  modver  il  true  to  her  lacred  duly  of  preaerving 
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rfor  hit  pity.  The  true  mnitier  keepa  well,  beautiful  and  young,  that  the  may  enjoy  ihe  conhdencr 
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ft  you  could  til  beside  me.  at  my  desk,  f could,  if  1 would,  thaw  you.  daily,  hundiedt  of  letten 
from  pupilt  f have  helped,  I never  violate  s conhdence,  never  tbow  a letter  vvddvoul  pennituon.

I’erh.qis  the  hl.iziiest  note  of  pathos  ever 
reached  by  him  \va-  readied  in  his  letter 
written  to  Mrs.  Bixhy  of  Boston: 

DJ'Lvr  Madam:— 

I have  heeti  sliown  in  the  file.s  of  the 
\V;ir  Department  a statement  of  Hie 
Adjnlaiit-Gener.ll  of  Massachusetts  that 
yon  nre  the  mother  of  five  sons  who  iiuve 
died  Klorimisiy  on  the  field  of  h.ittle.  I 
feel  how  weak  .and  fruitless  must  l.e 
any  words  of  mine  whicli  should  attempt 
to  beguile  yon  from  Hie  grief  of  .i  Joss 
so  overwhelmiirj;  Hut  I cannot  rvfriiin 
from  teniiering  you  the  coiisol.ilion  thiil 
limy  be  fontid  in  the  thanks  of  Hie 
Rcpiildic  they  died  to  -ave. 

I pray  tlial  onr  Heavenly  l-allier  may 
assuage  tlie  anguish  ol  your  hereawment 
and  leave  you  only  the  cherisheti  mem- 
ory  of  the  loved  aud  lost,  and  the  solemn 
pride  that  must  be  yours  to  have  laid  so 
costly  a siicrifice  upou  Hie  alt, or  of  free- 
dom. 

Voiirs,  very  sincerely  and  respectfully, 
Abraham  Lincoln 

_ Hi'-  superior  ability  in  the  Use  of 
English  has  uhva.vs  l.ceii  a conundniin. 
His  miiitl  penetrated  the  core  of  an  argn- 
uietii  willi  the  eertaiuly  of  the  lighl- 
iiing's  power.  Hi'  wasihecopIonsne.Ss  of 
thought,  not  of  words.  His  language 
was  3s  expressive  ns  his  Hionght  was 
persuasive.  Note  his  reply  to  a letter 
of  Oreely  printed  in  Hie  Triliime  in 
which  the  nrilcr  severely  criticised  Hie 
I’resiilent  for  his  inactivity  upon  the 
abolition  of  slavery.  "My  paramounl 
object  11.  this  struggle  is  to  save  the 
1 iihi:’,  and  is  not  either  to  save  or 
destroy  slavery.  If  I could  save  the 
Union  without  freeing  any  slave  1 would 
doit;  if  I could  save  it  by  freeing  all 
the  slaves,  I would  do  it  aud  if  I could 
save  it  by  freeing  some  of  the  slaves  ami 
, leaving  others  airme,  I would  also  do 
I Ill'll.  What  I do  about  shivery  and  the 
I colored  race,  1 do  because  I believe  it 
' helps  to  Mve  tile  L'nioii  ; and  wliat  I for- 
■ bear.  T foriiear,  because  I do  uot  believe 
I'  -nldhelp  to  s,ave  the  Union.  I shall 
, d less  whenever  I shall  believe  what  1 
, am  doing  hurts  tlie  c.iiise,  and  I shall 
do  UK  ; whenever  I shall  hclicvo  doing 
more  lieljis  tlie  cause.  I shall  try  to 
correct  errors  uhen  shown  to  be  errors, 
aiiil  I si, all  adopt  new  views  so  f.isl  as 
they  shall  appear  to  he  true  vieW'."
